Adopt U. 8S. Plan. 

The delegates to ti« chambers of 
commerce convention ia Rome, repre- 
senting the leading bankers and busi- 
ness men of the civilized nations of the 
world, Friday adopted the plan put 
forward by Fred L. Kent, of the Bank- 
ers’ Trust Co., New York, and others 
of the American delegation. 

The American plan suggested that if 
the governments saw fit to call a con- 
ference of business men to bring the 
world out of chaos the chambers of 
commerce of all nations would co- 
operate, 

Adoption of the American proposal! 
was generally considered ai “hint” 
from the captains of industry to their 
respective governments that a_busi- 
ness men’s parley would be advisable. 

The plan, on which Kent spoke, set 
forth that reparations should be set 
at a figure determined on Germeny’s 
ability to pay; that inter-allied debts 
be fixed at the ability to pay and the 
prospect of future earnings; that bal- 
anced budgets should be the first requi- 
site of national credit; and that the 
security of nations should be guaran- 
teed so that money would be saved “n 
armaments. 

Radicals Meet. 


Ramsay MacDonald, leader of the 
British labor party, is the sponsor for 
the movement among the radicals of 
the European governments. 
at his suggestions that laborites and 
socialists journeyed to Berlin to talk 
over a feasible plan with the socialists 
of the German Reichstag. 

Although the labor-socialist program 
has not taken the definite form that 
the financiers’ ideas have, it is known 
that part of the former's plan includes 
calling on the League of Nations to 
thresh oyt the matters of the Ruhr oec- 
cupation, reparations, inter-allied debts 
and kindred matters. 

As these conferences were in prog- 
ress, Premier Bonar Law, of Britain, 
was continuing bis policy of “benevo- 
lent neutrality” and denying that the 
government was conducting secret 
peace negotiations; Premier Poincare 
was asking for more credits from the 
French chamber of deputies to main- 
tain the army of 10,000 in the Ruhr 
and Rhineland and reiterating that 
Germany must submit; Chancellor 
Cuno was firm in his attitude that the 
French would be beaten in the coal 
war by his policy of passive resistance 
and the United States and other coun- 
tries, as far as the governments were 
concerned, were holding aloof.

Chicago, Mare A new 
thetic which, in the opinion of lead- 
ing Chicago surgeons, may entirely 
replace ether and “laughing gas” in 
surgical operations, have been discov- 
ered in “ethylene,” by Dr. Arnold B. 
Leuckhardt, of Chicago university. 

Ethylene, according to one surgeon, 
was used by him in performing an 
minor operation. After the patient 
came out from under the influence of 
the gas, his expressions of satisfac- 
tion included the explanation that 
he did not know he had been “under.” 
This surgeon then performed two ma- 
jor operations with the same results. 

The great importance of ethylene, 
according to Dr. Leuckhardt, is the 
absence of any toxie effects where it 
is used. There is neither any action 
on the heart nor tendency toward 
nausea. The patient may even eat 
and drink before an _ operation 
without danger of discomfort. 

If ethylene succeeds in taking the 
place of ether or laughing gas, sur- 
geons say most of the trying and an- 
noying phases of minor operatious 
will be eliminated. 

Dr. Leuckhardt explained § that 
ethylene IS @ gas, With a slightly 
sweetish odor, a well known chemical. 
It is a constitutent of ordinary 
laughing gas.” And when in an im- 
pure state and mixed with oxygen it 
will explode. Hence some decree of 
care must be observed in its use.

pared by Lee J. Langley, of this city, 
for presentation at the coming term of 
the legislature. 

The bill provides for bi-ennial ses- 
sions of the legislature and restricts 
to 100 days for each governor's 
A ten-day session for the in- 
auguration of the incoming governor 
is provided immediately after the state 
elections. 

The next session of the legislature 
provided in the bill is for 40 days 
commencing the first of June the fol- 
lowing summer and a 50-day session 
two years later in June. 

Mr. Langley states that his purpose 
in proposing this legislation is to in- 
crease the “efficiency and value of 
the public service and reduce politi- 
cal expenses and disturbances, There 
is far too much polities in Georgia 
for the public welfare,” he adds. He 
expresses the belief that a governor 
bas little chance of carrying out the 
platform the people elect him on In 
a two-year term of office. 

Cheaper Credits. 

He will direct his efforts during the 
coming sessions of the legislature to- 
ward cheaper and more flexible agri- 
enltural credits, be says, and -will 
make some effort to provide more 
practical and enlarged facilities for 
marketing agricultural products. 

“In my judgment our road to pros- 

erity runs all the way through the 
farms of Georgia,” Mr. Langley says. 
“Put the farmer on his feet and we
